From the London Times, Jan. 8. 


A Man Killed. l>y a 1.1 on. 


Yesterday morning a terrible encounter 


took placa at Astley's Amphitheater. An 
undergroorn named Smith was literally 
throttled to death by one of the lions which 
play so prominent a part in the holiday en- 
tertainments at that favorite place of amuse- 
ment. The lions, three in number, are 
confined in a cage at the back of the sta.ge. 
Y7hen the night watchman left the theatre 
yesterday morning, a few minutes before 7 
he reported " all right/' 
Shortly afterward 


Smith, the deceased, entered the place and 
found the lions prcwling about. They had 
torn off a heavy iror, bar which crossed the 
front of their cage, and then burst open the 
door. Smith was alone, and not being fa- 
miliar with the animals, he attempted to 
escape into an adjoining siabieyard. His 
situation was a frightful one, and. most men 
would have acted precisely as he did under 
similar circumstances ; but the probability 
is that if he had stood his ground boldly 
his life would have been saved. 
Unfortun- 


ately one of the lions—tb.at which is known 
by the name of Havelock—caught sight of 
his retreating figure, and instantly sprang 
upon him. It seized him by the haunches, 
pulled him to the ground, and then fixed 
its teeth in his throat. Death must have 
been almost instantaneous, but as Smith 
was found a good deal cut and bruised at 
the back of the head, it is supposed that 
tlie lion, after burying its fangs in lag 
throat, dragged him about and dashed his 
head against the ground. It seems in fact 
to have worried hinjj though the wounds 
inflicted by the brute are neither so numer- 
ous nor so severe as might have ,'been'ex- 
pected. There were no cries for help, but 
a sort of shuffling noise was heard by a 
man in the stable yard. He suspected what 
had'occnrred, and did not venture to .open 
the door through which Smith had endeav- 
ored to escape, but he gave the alarm, and 
in a few minutes was joined by several 
grooms and others connected with the the- 
atre. 


They were all, however, too much afraid 


to enter the place, and nothing was done to 
ascertain the fate of Smith until the arriv- 
al of Crockett, the lion conquerer, to whom 
the animals belong. As soon as he reach- 
ed the spot he passed through the door 
alone, none of the others daring to follow. 


The body of Smith was lying face up- 


ward a few feet from the door, and Have- 
lock was crouching over it as a hungry dog 
hangs over a piece of meat. Crockett im- 
mediately threw the animal off and dragged 
the hody into the yard. It was still warm, 
but life had been extinct for some time. 


A surgeon was sent for, but of course he 


could render no assistance. Crockett lost 
no time in securing the lions. They allow- 
ed him to capture them easily enough.— 
Havelock did not offer any resistance, and 
the other two, which had taken no part in 
the terrible scene with Smith, seemed rath- 
er afraid than otherwise. In a few minutes 
all three were back in their cage again, 
and last night they went through their usual 
performances before a crowded audience.

Lours NAPOLEON* ON THE CRISIS.—WHAT 


HE SA1I\TO THE AMERICAN MINISTER 
HE 


DEPRECATES SECESSION.—It now devolves 
upon your corresponde.it to describe an in- 
cident of the diplomatic reception, occur- 
ing a few moments after their formal ad- 
dress lad been pronounced, -which at the 
present momentous juncture in the affairs 
of our own country, will excite a deep in- 
terest in the United States. The statement 
I am about to make may be relied upon as 
exact in every particular. 


When the collective reception of the di- 


plomatic hody was over the Emperor pass- 
ed slowly along the line of ambassadors 
and ministers, speaking a few words to 
each in person. 
After a moment's conver- 


sation with the Persian Ambassador, who 
stood at th@ right of the minister of tlie 
United States, the Emperor approached 
Mr. Faulkner and cordially shook his hand. 
Tho usual words of greeting were then ex- 
changed, after which the Emperor asked in 
English:— 


" What is the latest intelligence you have 


received from the United States ? Not so 
alarming, I trust, as the papers represenl 
it."" Like most nations, sir," replied Mr. 
Faulkner, "we have our troubles, which 
have lost none of their coloring, as describ- 
ed in the European press." 


The Emperor—" 1 hope it is not true 


that any of the states have separated from 
the general confederation." 


Mr. Faulkner—" The states still form one 


common government, as heretofore. There 
is excitement in portions of the confedera- 
cy, and there are indications of extreme 
measures being adopted by one or' two of 
the states.

The State ou a War Footing. 


The signs of the time indicate that it is 


time to prepare for war. 
It cannot be said 


that war exists, although acts of war have 
been committed in several of the seceding' 
states, especially by the troops of South 
Carolina, in firing upon the flag of the 
United States, floating over an unarmed 
steamer, in the harbor of Charleston.— 
These are acts of rebellion. 
War will not 


actually commence, however, until such 
lawless acts have been resented by the gen- 
eral government, and a proclamation of the 
fact is made by the president, who is com- 
mander-in-chief of the army. 


In view of the imminence of civil war it 


is considered the duly of the states to com- 
mence the enrollment of their militia, and 
the efficient organization and discipline of 
volunteer companies, so that in case they 
are called upon for quotas of men, they 
will be ready to take their places in the ar- 
ray of the nation. We uu not understand 
that the state of Wisconsin is supposed to 
be new in sufficient danger to warrant the 
adopt-on of the measure proposed in our 
legislature. It is to aid the president in 
enforcing the laws and defending tho capi- 
tal of the nation, which is thought to be li- 
abl« to an attack from an organized mob. 


Wisconsin should do her part in this pat- 


riotic work of sustaining the national gov- 
ernment. But there is a right way and a 
wrong way in attempting this duty. 
We 


should be careful, in the excitement of the 
occasion, to know exactly what we .are do- 
ing, that the expense may not be greater 
than is necessary. It is just as proper to 
count the cost in this matter, as in any oth- 
er; in fact, more so, as war is the most ex- 
pensive duty of a government. 


We are informed by a gentleman conver- 


sant with military affairs, that the raising 
of G,000 infantry and two field batteries, as 
proposed by the senate bill, to place the 
state on a war fooling, would cost $400,- 
000 to organize them, according to that 
bill; $700,000 to organize and keep them 
in the field six months, and $1,000,000 for 
one year. 


If this estimate is correct, does the actu- 


al state of affairs warrant that expense ? 
We think one twentieth of the firstsum,prop- 
erly used in inducing the formation of vol- 
unteer companies, wonld accomplish all 
that is at present demanded. 


It appears by the adjutant general's re- 


port that there are in this state fifty volun- 
teer companies counting 1,993, rank and 
file. 
With proper encouragement, could 


not, these companies, with such other vol- 
un'.eer companies as might be formed, be 
placed iu such a state of efficiency as to 
meet the demands of the present crisis 
without placing them permanently in the 
service of the state to be paid and equipped 
like United States soldiers? 


[t is worth while to make the enquiry, 


ant! we trust the legislature will adopt no 
plan which is not properly guarded.

gard any concession in the face of menace, 
the distraction of the government itself, 
and the consent on all hands that our sys- 
tem shall be brought down to a level with 
the existing disorganized state of affairs iu 
Mexico, but this thing will thereafter be as 
it is now in the hands of the people, and if 
they desire to call a convention to remove 
any grievances complained of or give new 
guanantees for the permanence of vested 
rights, it.is not mine to oppose. 


In this conversation Mr. Lincoln urged 


no objections to the border states or Ethe- 
ridge propositions as a future basis of agree- 
ment if the republicans as a party desire 
it. The most intense excitement exists in 
certain congressional circles in consequence 
of the fact leaking out that the Howard se- 
lect committee of the house has positive 
evidence before them of a conspiracy ex- 
isting in this city and vicinity to overthrow 
the government iu which certain prominent 
officials and citizens of Washington were 
inculpated.
